OIL,  GAS  AND  MINERAL  LEASE

All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the  completion  of  Wank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by 
Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1  -  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained.  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the 
following  described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises: 

Lot  37,  Block  12,  Summerfields  East  Phase  II,  an  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Worth,  in  the  J.C.  Bradford  Survey,  A-140,  Tarrant  County, 
Texas,  according  to  the  Plat  recorded  in  Volume  388-165,  Page  40,  Deed  Records,  Tarrant  County,  Texas. 

in  the  county  of  Tarrant  ,  State  of  Texas,  containing  0.11 5  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by 
reversion,  prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  rron-hyxiracarbon 
substances  produced  in  association  therewith  (including  geophysical/seismic  operations).  The  term  *gas"  as  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other 
commercial  gases,  as  well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.  In  addition  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  this  lease  also  covers  accretions  and  any  small  strips  or  parcels  of 
land  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  L«;ssor  which  are  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  and,  in  consideration  of  the  aforementioned  cash  bonus, 
Lessor  agrees  to  execute  at  Lessee's  request  any  additional  or  supplemental  instjuments  for  a  more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  the  land  bo  covered.

2.  This  lease,  which  is  a  "paid-up'  tease  requiring  no  rentals,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  3  yeStS  from  the  date  hereof,  and  for  as  long 
thereafter  as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith  or  this  lease  is 
otherwise  maintained  in  effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

3 .  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  liquid  hydrocarbons  separated  at

7.  KLessor  cw^lessthan  the  foil  rmr^le^ 

any  part  of  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  shall  be  reduced  to  the  proportion  that  Lessor's  interest  in  such  part  of  the  leased  premises  bears  to  the  full 
mineral  estate  in  such  part  of  the  leased  premises. 

a.  The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone, 
and  the  nghts  and  obligations  of  the  parties  hereunder  shall  extend  to  their  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns-  No  change  in 
Lessor's  ownershtp  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  rights  or  enlarging  the  obligations  of  Lessee  hereunder,  and  no  change  in  ownership  shall  be  binding  on  Lessee 
until  60  days  after  Lessee  has  been  furnished  the  original  or  certified  or  duly  authenticated  copies  of  the  documents  establishing  such  change  of  ownership  to  the 
satisfaction  of  Lessee  or  until  Lessor  has  satisfied  the  notification  requirements  contained  in  Lessee's  usual  form  of  division  order.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  person

10.  Lessor  hereby  agrees  that,  in  the  event  Lessee  deems  it  necessary  to  seek  a  variance,  waiver  or  other  relief  from  any  laws,  rotes,  regulations,  or 
orders  (which  for  purposes  of  this  paragraph  snail  include  any  ordinance)  or  other  such  authority  exercised  by  p.)  the  City  in  which  the  above  referenced  property  is 
located,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  weH  setback  distance  for  gas  drilling  and  production,  or  (ii.)  by  any  other  governmental  entity  or  authority  having  jurisdiction, 
then  Lessor  shall  engage  in  reasonable  acts  and  execute  and  deliver  such  instruments  and  documents  Lessee  deems  necessary  or  convenient  in  seeking  such 
relief.  In  the  event  Lessee  is  required  by  such  authority  to  acquire  Lessor's  consent  as  a  prerequisite  to  obtain  such  vanance,  waiver  or  other  relief.  Lessor  grants  to 
Lessee  and  agrees  that  Lessee's  leasehold  estate  acquired  hereunder  includes  the  right  to  utilize  this  lease  as  Lessor's  consent  and  ratification  of  any  subsequent 
variance,  waiver  or  other  relief  Lessee  seeks,  without  the  necessity  of  Lessee  obtaining  any  additional  or  subsequent  cortsent/s  from  Lessor.  Lessor  furthermore 
agrees  not  to  execute  documents  or  instruments  or  engage  in  acts  that  would  diminish  or  adversely  affect  the  relief  Lessee  is  seeking. 

1 1 .  Lessee's  obligations  under  this  lease,  whether  express  or  implied,  shall  be  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  any  governmental 
authority  having  jurisdiction,  including  restrictions  on  the  drilling  and  production  of  wells,  and  regulation  of  the  price  or  transportation  of  oil,  gas  and  other  substances 
covered  hereby.  When  drilling,  reworking,  p>roduction  or  other  operations  are  prevented  or  delayed  by  such  laws,  rutes,  regulations  or  orders,  or  by  inability  to  obtain 
necessary  permits,  equipment,  services,  material,  water,  electricity,  fuel,  access  or  easements,  or  by  fire,  flood,  adverse  weather  conditions,  war,  sabotage,  rebellion, 
insurrection,  riot,  strike  or  labor  disputes,  or  by  inability  to  obtain  a  saSsfacloryiTarttet  for  pr^ 

or  by  any  other  cause  not  reasonably  within  Lessee's  control,  this  lease  shaB  not  terminate  because  of  such  prevention  or  delay  and  at  Lessee's  option,  the  period  of  such 
prevention  or  delay  shall  be  added  to  the  term  hereof.  Lessee  shall  not  be  liable  for  breach  of  any  express  or  implied  covenants  of  this  (ease  when  drilling,  production  or 
other  operations  are  so  prevented,  delayed  or  interrupted. 

12.  In  the  event  that  Lessor,  during  the  primary  term  of  this  tease,  receives  a  bona  Itde  offer  which  Lessor  is  willing  to  accept  from  any  party  offering  to 
purchase  from  Lessor  a  tease  covering  any  or  all  of  the  substances  covered  by  this  lease  and  covering  ail  or  a  portion  of  the  land  described  herein,  with  the  lease 
becoming  effective  upon  expiration  of  this  lease,  Lessor  hereby  agrees  to  notify  Lessee  in  writing  of  said  offer  immediately,  including  in  (he  notice  the  name  and  address  of 
the  offeror,  the  price  offered  and  alt  other  pertinent  terms  and  conditions  of  the  offer.  Lessee,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  the  notice,  shall  have  the  priorarxi 
preferred  right  and  option  to  purchase  the  lease  or  part  thereof  or  interest  therein,  covered  by  the  offer  at  the  price  and  according  to  the  terms  and  conditions  specified  in 
the  offer. 

13.  No  litigation  shall  be  initiated  by  Lessoi  wrtfi  respect  to  any  breach  or  default  by  Lessee  hereunder,  for  a  period  of  at  least  90  days  after  Lessor  has  given 
Lessee  written  notice  fully  describing  the  breach  or  default,  and  then  only  if  Lessee  fails  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default  within  such  period,  tn  the  event  the  matter  is 
litigated  and  there  is  a  final  judicial  determination  that  a  breach  or  default  has  occurred,  this  tease  shall  not  be  forfeited  or  canceled  in  whole  or  in  part  unless  Lessee  is 
given  a  reasonable  time  after  said  judicial  determination  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default  and  Lessee  fails  to  do  so. 

14.  Lessee  shall  not  conduct  any  surface  operations  upon  any  part  of  the  surface  of  the  tease  premises.  Lessee  shall  however  have  a  sjjp-.surface 
easement  to  horizontally  drill  under  the  surface  of  the  lease  premises.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  herein  to  the  contrary,  Lessee  shaU  have  the  right  to  conduct 
seismic  operations,  but  only  by  virtue  of  the  vibrosers-meihod.  Lessee  shall  employ  such  measures  as  wiH  reduce  the  impact  upon,  improvements,  vegetation  and  game 
habitat  on  the  lease  premises.  Lessee  shall  pay  for  all  damages  related  to  seismic  operations  Other  rhan  seismic  operations,  by  execution  of  the  Lease,  Lessee  does  not 
otherwise  obtain  the  right  to  conduct  exploration,  excavation  or  drilling  operations  from  or  upon  the  surface  of  any  portion  of  the  tease  premises. 

15.  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  to  defend  title  conveyed  to  Lessee  hereunder,  and  agrees  that  Lessee  at  Lessee's  option  may  pay  and  decharge  any 
taxes,  mortgages  or  Bens  ewsfing,  levied  orgssessedwiw  tf  Lessee  exercises  such  option,  Lessee  shall  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the 
party  to  whom  payment  is  made,  and,  in  ao^ffion  to  toother  rights,  may  reimburse  itself  out  of  any  royalties  or  shirt-n  royalties  otherwise  payabtetoL  In 
the  event  Lessee  is  made  aware  of  any  claim  inconsistent  with  Lessor's  title,  Lessee  may  suspend  the  payment  of  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  without 
interest  until  Lessee  has  been  furnished  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  claim  has  been  resolved. 

16.  This  Lease  rnay  be  exeorted  in  any  numbered  counterparts,  rrocfleofwhich  needs  to  be  executed  byaH  Parties,  or  this  Lease  may  be  ratified  by  separate 
written  instrument  specifically  referring  hereto,  and  it  shall  be  binding  upon  ait  Parties  who  executed  a  counterpart  or  ratification  instrument  wrth  the  same  force  and  effect 
with  each  separate  counterpart  or  ratification  instrument  deemed  to  be  one  and  same  original  Lease.
